AN ASYLUM HORROR. 


An Insane Fiend Stamps a Fellow Pa- 
tient to Death. 
Louisville Special Dispatch, January 16th. 

(me of the most revolting and sickening 
murders ever perpetrated in this vicinity was 
enacted some time before daylight yesterday 
morning at the Central Kentucky Lunatic As- 
vlum, at Anchorage, in which an irresponsi- 
ble person took the life of another unfortun- 
ate under the most agonizing circumstances. 

The men, parties to the horror, were Julius 
Schultz, the victim, and George Maddox, the 
murderer, both of whom, it is said,are natives 
of this citv, and who have been for three 
vears or more inmates ofthe Asylum. It is 
the custom at this institution to pair the un- 
fortunates off at night so that two men occupy 
one room; and it seems that these were put 
together. Maddox and Schultz having dis- 
played ugly dispositions toward their fellow- 
patients recently were “muffed”’ (their hands 
securely tied so that they are rendered harm- 
less nnd at the same time not uncomfortable 
tothe patient) and wore nothing on their feet 
but heavy varn socks. In this condition they 
were locked in their room together, and no 
apprehension was felt by the officers of the 
institution for the safety of either of the men; 
but at breakfast-time vesterdax morning 
when the attendant went to 
the room occupied by Schultz and Maddox 
for the purpose of letting them out to break- 
fast the discovery was made that Schultz Was 
dead upon the floor, with his head sinashed 
into a jelly, the biood and brains being seat- 
tered all over the floor, and great clots were 
found hanging to the socks of Maddex, who 
had sought refuge beneath the blankets on 
his cot. Maddox appeared wild with frenzy, 
and the alarm was quickly given, which was 
responded to by Dr. Irvin (who has charge of 
the institution in the absence of Dr. Cale, 
Who is off af Owentown in attendance upon 
the Buford trial, and the assistant, but when

The Demoralization of Berlin. 
Berlin Correspondence Chicago Journal. 

A few nights avo, in the course of an in— 
terésting and highly instructive lecture de- 
livered at a social science meeting in Berlin, 
Privy Councilor Starke earnestly and foreibly 
drew his hearer’s attention to) several amaz-- 
ing facts relating to the permanent and float- 
jug criminal population, as well as to the ev- 
ery-day life of the lower, middle and working 
tlisses. Juvenile crime would appear to be 
terribly prevalent in Berlin, for the Privy 
Councilor stated that no fewer than 10,000 
youthful malefactors are annually turned into 
the streets of that city from the several State 
prisons, their terms of their sentences having 
expired, and that, of these, 23,000, having 
ne homes 10 10 to, are 
absolute and hopeless Varnbonds, 
The Berlin society for the redemption of ju- 
venile offenders is unable to spend more than 
ahundred ayvear upon the objects for the 
achievement of which it was founded, 
Whereas a similar association in New York is 
in u position to devote 31,000,000 annually to 
those A Half the entire population 
uf Berlin is lodged in dwellings possessing 
on, one replace, and no fewer than 3,239 
sets of apartments, totally forlorn alike of 
fireplace and chimney, are occupied be fami- 
lies in humble circumstances. Dr. Starke 
draws an appalling pieture of the immorality 
eharacterizing the lower classes of Berlin so- 
elety, and his lecture appears to have pro- 
(luced a painful and depressing effect upon 
the publie mind. as mirrored in the columns 
of the German daily press.

the infected persons, and vaceination not only 
of those exposed to the disease, but of every- 
body, high and low, rich and r. Vaccina- 
tion, you know, is a preventive, if perform- 
ed in time, even when infection has been in- 
curred. For instance, if a person is vaccinat- 
ed immediately after exposure to contagion, 
as vaccination takes but nine days to develop, 


while small-pox takes fourtcen,in the race with 


the patient’s life as the prize that ensues, the 
preventive beats the disease by five days. Why, 
we have such faith in vaccination that, after it 
has been vaccinated, we don’t hesitate to send 
a nursing child, whose mother has the disease, 
to the small-pox — with her, aud there 
is no case on our books of such children cateh- 
ing the disease, although thus transplanted 
into the very hotbed of _ infection. 

“Is the disease at present existing in the 
city of a virulent type?’’ the doctor was 
asked. 

“Exceedingly so. was the reply. An 
unusually large proportion of the patients 
die. There have been nearly twenty deaths in 
the city since January 1. During the same 
period over thirty cases have been reported— 
twenty the first week of the year, and ten last 
week, with three since Saturday. One of 
these latter Was Edward Lynch, a shoeniaker 
living at 16 Baxter street, who was arrested 
for intoxication by the Prince street police 
Saturday night. Yesterday he was discover- 
ed by the station surgeon to have small-pox, 
and was sent to the reception hospital, where 
he was recognized asthe oni inmate of the 
Baxter street tenement who had refused vac- 
cination, when a case of small-pox oceurred 
there about two weeks ago. He is also the 
only one who has the disease. Owing to im- 
portation, and this obstinate refusalto sub- 
mit to the preventive on the part of the pre- 
judiced and ignorant, small-pox is. increasing 
slowly, despite all we can do, but Lam glad to 
note an increasing interest in pro- 
curing the preventive .among their em- 
40 on the part of the employers. In some 
10tels thejproprietors insist upon their waiters 
and other subordinates being jvaccinated, and 
will not employ men who can not show a certi- 
ficate that they have been vaccinated within a 
reasonable length of time. ‘The proprictors of 
cigar factories and of similar establishments, 
too, are having their men vaccinated. Ex- 
cepting the very ignorant and unreasonably 
prejuaiced, ali classes are becoming converts 
to the infalibility of vaccination as a preven- 
tive, and fashionable physicians tell me that 
Fifth avenue belles are as anxious to have 
fair arms punetured as those made of ¢om- 
moner clay, and our offices are constantly 
crowded by applicants for vaccinatiou. You 
know that we use only bovine matter, and the 
demand upon us for it from outside sourves,in 
nidition to What We use ourselves, requires a 
calfadaytosupply. We vaccinate the ealf 
just as we would a child, and in the course of 
eight or nine days as many as from 1,000 to 2,-

A Romantic Career. 
From the New York Sun. 

Jean Baptiste Charles Alphonso Cayron du 
Cuvle, u son of the Count Cayron du Cayle, 
for many years the Governor of the Hotel des 
Invalides, Paris, died on Sunday, at bis resi- 
denee, 2067 Fifth avenue. He was the young- 
est and the last survivor of nine sons, all of 
whom were killed or woundedinthe service 
of France. His life Was a romance. Its prom- 
inent incidents were narrated yesterday by his 
widow. He was born at Paris, October 18, 
1828. At tive vears of ave he was placed in 
the military school for officers’ sons at La 
Kleche, eur Lamont. Many men now promi- 
nent in France were his fellow-students. At 
the age of cighteen he joined a hussar regi- 
ment and remained in it for two years. In 
1848. after leaving 1 ball, he 
went with 10 number of com- 
panions toa revolutionary club. The “*Marseil- 
luise, Was sung und the whole party arrested, 
Du Cayle was tried for treason, but family in- 
fluence saved him. He was then transferred 
to Africa, and made a lieutenant ina regiment 
of Spanis. Ile was in several campaigns un- 
der Gen. Negrier and St. Arnaud. Four 
brothers were in Africa with him. The other 
four were already dead. 

At the outbreak of the Crimean war he was 
ordered with his regiment to Russia. IIe 
Was at the charge at Inkermann and also at 
Balaklava, and was badly wounded atthe bat- 
tle of Alma. From this wound he was always 
slightly lame. He was brevetted Captain for 
vallantrv,and held the position of ensign 
bearer to General, now Marshal MacMahon. 

His future seemed bright, when an unfort- 
unnte affair ruined all his prospects. There 
was much political feeling among the officers 
of the French army, and the Orleanists and 
the Imperialists were bitterly opposed to each 
other. This resulted in a series of seven du- 
els, allon one day, and between champions of 
the rival factions. Four men were killed out- 
right in these duels. Du Cayle was an Or- 
leanist and fought Rene de Marnasea, Who was 
suid to be the bastard son of Napoleon III. 
Marnasca was killed. and then began Du 
Cayle’s troubles. His promotion was stopped. 
men were passed over his head, and finaily he 
wus foreed to resign. He returned to Paris, 
und as he hada tine basso voice, he studied 
music at the Conservatory for three years 
und became a pensionnaire of the opera. He 
was basso in the original performance of **The 
Bohemian Girl” at Rouen. He. then went 
traveling inthe Kast Indies with an opera 
company, Was away five years, and aceumu— 
lated a fortune, which he sent onto France. 
On his return he landed at Marseilles, and 
learned that he had lost all but 50,000 franes 
by the failure of a banking-house. With this 
money he went to Buenos Ayres and started a 
theater. It failed. and he went to New Or- 
leans, Where he passed many unhappy years. 
He returned to France in 1869, and came here 
to this country in 1870. Ile was best Known in 
this city as a basso. He sang with the Hess 
and Kellogg troup, and in many other compa- 
nies. Hewas inthe choirat the Church of 
St. Vincent de Paul, Twenty-third strect near 
Sixth avenue. He will be buried from the 
church Wednesday morning. 


Methodism in the United States. 
From the Chicago Journal. 

The “Methodist Year Book“ for 1881, just is- 
sued from the publishing house of the denom- 
ination gives the following interesting statis- 
ties: There are now in church fellowship 
4,609,000 followers of John Wesley, with a 
Methodist population estimated at 23,400,009, 
There are nineteen living Bishops, of whoin 
twelve are in active service in the Northern 
States and six in the Southern. The British 
and Canadian Weslevans and some other 
branches of the Methodist family have no 
Bixhops. The net capital of the publishing 
house of the Northern church is $1,550,- 
(MM), und its total profits in forty- 
four Wars have been over 33,000,000, 
It isstics 1,60 books a dax onthe average. 
About sixty periodicals emanate from the 
church in the North, and 150 from all Method- 
isms. ‘The church in the North appropriates 
for missions #778,000 for 181, about half of 
which will be expended at home, and the bal- 
ance in foreign fields. ‘The various Method- 
istins have 30,000 itinerant preachers in the 
field, and S, 000 local preachers, men who 
preach on Sunday and pursue some secular 
calling on Week days. Methodism has numer- 
ous denominational academies and seminaries, 
und no lack of colleges, among which are the 
new Boston University, the Wesleyan Univer- 
sity at Middletown, Conn., and the new uni- 
versity at Syracnse, all of which are in a 
prosperous condition,

The result is certain 
to justify their expectations, and we hope at 
no distant day to see their example followed 
by the profession generally. 


SELF-DExNIAL. 


How a Proud and Worthy Man Was a 
Martyr for His Principles. 
Washington Cor. Boston Herald. 

Yesterday afternoon a well-dressed man of 
a very good appearance entered the War De- 
partment, and, ascending by the elevator to 
the second floor, alighted. Whenin front of 
the yo — 4 door he was seen to stagger 
and then fall helplessly onthe marble tiling. 
He was found to be unconscious, and was ear- 
ried by the messengers {py an adjoining room 
and laid on the lounge. Dr. Lowe, from up 
stairs, Was summoned, and as soon as he saw 
the unconscious stranger, he at once said, 
Why, the man is starving.’’ He had 
partially regained his consciousness, but 
wus still in a stupor. The doctor at once 
called for brandy, which the man at first re- 
fused to take, as it was afterward found, from 
temperance scruples. A glass ot diluted brandy 
was, however, placed to his mouth and his 
jaws closed upon it with such force as to near- 
ly shatter the glass. A sandwich was then of- 
fered him, which he seized with avidity, and 
was about to swallow it all without mastica- 
tion, when he was prevented. The sandwich 
was fed to him in small pieces, which he ate 
like a famished beast, aud then a second sand- 
Wich. Ile was then fed with some oyster 
soup. and removed up-stairs, where he at 
once went to sleep. Ille aweke in the course 
ofan hour, feeling much better. but still 
weak. The doctor said that he was suf- 
fering from irritation of the  stom- 
ach, cuused by the gastric juice 
working on the walls of his stomach. Ile was 
in the first stages of starvation, and his pulse 
had run down to forty-two. After he had 
recovered sufficient strength to talk, he told 
the circumstanees by which he had been re- 
duced to such a miserable condition. At the 
same time he evinced great anxiety that the 
matter should not be made publie. His con- 
versation showed him to be a man of eduesa- 
tion and culture, as his clothes indicated. 
He said that he belonged to a respeetable 
family residing near Boston. He had been 
in the army during the war, and lost 
an arm in the service. Since the war he 
has been practicing medicine in his native 
town, but, becoming unpopular for the de- 
cided stand he took on the temperance ques- 
tion, he determined to come to this citv and 
begin the practice of medicine here. At the 
same time he applied for a clerkship in the 
War Department. His sister, an invalid, ac- 
companied him, and they reside on Seventh 
street, Where he opened an office. Soon after 
his arrival his funds began to fail, and he had 
no means of replenishing them. He found 
that he could not purchase food enough for 
both, and so invented an excuse for not eat- 
ing with his sister; that he got his meals 
down town. This device worked well, 
and his sister was completely de— 
ceived. He brought home food for her te eat, 
but was slowly starving himself. Yesterday 
he spent his last money inthe purchase of a 
bone, from which his sister made soup, but 
he refused totake anv. He said that the 
night before he attended a meeting of a Ma- 
sonic lodge, but was too proud to reveal his 
condition and ask for help. His appearance 
and manner gave the impress of truth to his 
statement. ILlis war record was looked up and 
found to be an honorable one. — [lis case was 
brought tothe attention of the Secretary of 
War. and he appointed him to a clerkship in 
the Surgeon General’s office. The cireum- 
stance excited great interest in the Depart- 
mant. 


The Great Bell of St. Pauls, 
From the London City Press. 

St. Paul’s has always possessed, and still 
owns, a great bell. From time immemorial 
the citizens claimed the eastern part of the 
churchvard as the place of assembly for their 
folk-motes. “In the great steeple there situate 
(which, we may remark, Was an isolated struc- 
ture), Was their common bell, which being 
there rung, allthe inhabitants might then 
heard and come together.” Thus Stow. Dug- 
dale supposes this building to have stood 
Where is now St. Paul's school. So far back as 
the 15th of Kdward I. (1286) mention ix made 
in a quo Warranto, of thecustom of ringing a 
hell in this tower as one existing long erethat 
date. Henry VIII. lost tower, spire, and bell 
atagame of hazard to Sir Miles Partridge, 
who quickly overthrew his winnings and melt- 
ed the bell. 
St. Paul's had no great bell. That which it now 
possesses was the gift of William III, It 
was originally cast in the reign of Edward J., 
and was hung at the cate of Westminster Hall 
to notify the hour tothe Judges. It was after- 
wards called “Edward of Westminster,” and 
afterwards Westminster Tom.“ William 
gave it to the Cathedral of St. Paul, whither it 
was brought on New Year’s Day, 160. Since 
then it has been twice recast, each time with 
un addition of metal. It weighs more than 
two ewt. over five tons. It is ten feet in di- 
ameter and ten inches in thickness of metal, 
The tone is very fine in the musical note A, 
concert pitch. The hour is struck by a large 
hammer, and falls on the outside rim of the 
bell by its own weight. The bellix only tolled 
—that is to say, the clapper is only used—on 
the death of one of the Roval family, or of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the Bishop of Lon- 
don, the Dean of St. Paul’s or the Lord Mayor,

EXIT BLANQUI. 


The Last Days of the Eccentric French 
Conspirator. . 
London Cor. N. V. Evening Post. 


The death of Blanqui had been expected 
for some time, and the only surprise caused 
in the busy world which had half-forgotten 
him was that he had lived so long. He was 
moribund when he left —＋ and was quite 
incapable of concentrating his attention upon 
practical politics. Blanqui had been so long 
u conspirator that he fancied everyone else 
must be tainted with conspiracy. ‘These free 
times when discussion is allowed on the pub- 
lic platform, and when speakers gre permit- 
ted to cheer for the Commune to their hearts 
content, mystified him. Blanqui’s idea ofa

said to have cuught the cold 
terminated iu his fatal illness 
by walking home in a storm from a ‘‘re- 
union,“ because he was-fearful that the police 
would follow him if he tooka cab. Poor old 
man! he had become better ‘accustomed to 
star-gazing than to debates about men and 
measures; and a treatise on astronomy was da- 
cidedly more in his line than a pamphlet on 
the scrutin de liste. think he had become 
profoundly convineed that whatever is is 
wrong; there was a certain fondness for the 
destructive theories of Ballounine and his 
followers in bis mind; but he had neither 
physical nor mental force to engage in the de- 
velopment of these theories.

Kud of the Permanent Exhibition. 

From the Philadelphia Record. 

The permanent exhibition of Philadelphia is 
no longer permanent. At the annual meeting 
of the stockholders on Monday next the di- 
rectors, throuch President Paxton, will rec- 
onnnend that the exhibition be disbanded, the 
curiosities removed and the building sold. The 
board has been in consultation for a month or 
more, and, after. frequent discussions with 
the large shareholders, it has been decided to 
sive up the show. The directors are now con- 
vineed that the exhibition can not be made 
self-supporting. The gate receipts, which 
amounted to over 577,000 last vear, were, with 
the exeeption of about 38,000 remaining in the 
treasury, expended in running the place, and 
several thousand dollars are necessary to re- 
pair the roof and floor. All efforts to raise 
sufficient money to repair the roof have failed, 
und the directors were given the alternative of 
running into debt or closing the building, and 
they favor the latter course, There 
ure over 15,000) shares of stock, 
held prineipally by the railroad 
companies. The enterprise started in 1877, 
full of promise of lasting results to Philadel- 
phia. But it was doomed to a= succession of 
hard knocks. Upon the expectation of re- 
ceiving part of Me profits of the Centennial 
exhibition, an expen iture of nearly $100,000 
was incurred in tixing upthe building. But 
the Supreme Court threw cold water on the 
concern When it decided that the $1.500,000 
udvaneed by the Government should be 
returned to the national treasury. The man- 
avers Weathered this severe knock, however. 
All the creditors tank stock for their claims, 
und gave the exhibition a fairstart. When 
the building was offered for sale by the Cen- 
tennial Board of Finance, the management paid 
$250,000 for it. The past few years it has 
been a constant struggle to hold the coneern 
texether.

20,000 below those of previous years, the 
manngers were barely able to tide the vear 
over, Some of the members of the Board who 
were ateone time very sanguine of the under- 
taking, say now that the experiment should 
not huve been tried.

Col. Robert L. Lindsay’s Relations 


to 
. the Scheme. | 


A Revolution Incited by Citizens of 
| the United States, 


— —— — 


Who Falled to Participate in the Divis- 
jon of the Spoils. 


A good many people know Col. Robert L. 
Lindsay, theflawyer on Market street, but a good 
many people do not know how near he erme at 
one time to being a prominent figure in a South 
American revolution. During the early part 
of 1875, when ring rule was rampant in Wash- 
ington and everything was done through 
cliques and conspiracies, a gigantic filibuster- 
ing scheme was concocted. Among those 
privy to it were men of more or less promin- 
ence in various parts of the country, not ex- 


‘cuding St. Louis. The plan aimed at 
nothing less than overturning’ the 


existing government of Ecuadof and the ex- 
emplication of the principle that to the victors 
belong the spoils. Ecuador was at that time 
in a state of disquietude. Certain adventurous 
citizens] of this country had investigated the 
condition of things and claimed that a few bold 
leaders could develop the revolutionary spirit 
among the natives, overturn the administra- 
tion and, what was most, come into control of 
some twenty millions ofsilver,the revenue for 
the year, at that time in the treasury at the 
capital. 

t is not designed to say that there was any 
idea of robbery or theft in getting control of 
this money. The filibusters felt that it would 
be asnug sumto have the disbursement of— 
that was all. : 

A gathering of those who were interested in 
the revohition was held at the Eutaw House 
in Baltimore early in 1875. One of the ruling 
spirits of the assemblage was Maj. William 
M. Leland, who bad been Grant’s quarter- 
master at the battle of Pittsburg Landing. 
Maj. Leland was intimate and closely asso- 
ciated with the Winans family, and was un- 
derstood to have the influence and backing of 
that family in what he was undertaking. 

The plan embraced the overtbrow of the 
Ecuador Government and the establishment 
of a republic in which the United states would 
furnish the brains of the administration until 
at least the natives should learn the art of self- 
zovernment and the finanetial orange should be 
sqneezed for all that was in it. 

Emissaries Were sent down into Ecuador 
with instructions to spread among the na- 
tives and foment the spirit of discontent. 
These cmissaries were to represent that they 
had come in a semi-official character from the 
United States and that this country desired to 
see the people put in possession of the form 
of government enjoved here. The agitators 
were told to prepare the natives tor a definite 
date of uprising—July 24. 1873, and to pledge 
them that a United States foree would land 
on their shores that day to aid them in their 
fight for |liberty. Ecuador was ripe for tne 
scheme and the pioneers sneceeded in enroll- 
ing 15,000 natives, sworn to participate in the 
outbreak. 

Meantime the men atthe head of the con- 
spiracy in this country proceeded with their 
part ofthe scheme. A force of 1,500 men 
was enrolled and three well armed vessels 
Wese got in readiness. They lay in the harlor 
With clearance papers to convey coal to San 
Francisco, but in reality to take on board the 
little army bound for Ecuador when the 
proper hour should arrive. 

Then occurred a hiteh. The leaders were 
not of the quality who burn the bridges be- 
hind them. As the time for embarkation 
drew near, they felt more and more seriously 
the propriety of providing 2 means of escape 
in the event of defeat. The most feasible plan 
is the appointinent of a minister resident in 
Eeuador, who would be in sympathy with 
the movement to the extent of interposing 
between the fillibusters and the halter, if 
Worst, came to worst. After a good deal of 
disenssion Robert L. Lindsay, 2 lawver of st. 
Louis, Was selected as qualified for the posi- 
tion. He had pluck: he had a good Republi- 
ean record, being connected with a family 
Which had played an important part in the 
history ofthe party. The influence of those 
interested in the seheme in this part of the 


country was brought to bear, and 
Mr. Lind-ay's endorsements were 
of the highest character. His 


fitness for the place was endorsed by Thomas 
Ewing, William MekKee, Thomas C. Fletcher, 
W. A. Pyle, U. S. Marshal Neweom, ex-Gov- 
ernor McClurg, Clinton B. Fisk, Judge C. D. 
Drake, E. O. Stanard, and many others who 
had no knowledge of what was going on with 
reference to an expedition. The appointment 
seemed secure when Henry T. Blow put in 
his determined opposition. Mr. Blow had 
been a South American Minister, and he was 
then one of the Commissioners for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. He had great influence 
at the White House andibroucht all of it to 
bear on Grant to prevent Col. Lindsay’s ap- 
pointment. He had gained information of the 
intended revolution and ofthe fact that the 
illibusters wanted Lindsay. Agiinst] all the 
influences brought to bear in favor of the ap- 
pointment, Blow opposed himself and won. 
The time came and passed for the departure 
of the expedition and Lindsay was still a pri- 
vate citizen. ‘The leaders had .* of earry- 


ing out their project, but the zith ar 
July enme an tha revolution they 
had formented could not be checked. 


The natives revolted without the anticipated 
help fromthe United states. They Filed 
Morales and upset his government, establish- 
ing on the wreck a republie which still exists. 
Col, Lindsay is of the opinion that the pros- 
perity and republican principles Ecuador jis 
blessed with to-day are due to the impetus 
Iniparted to the feeluny Of discontent among 
the down-trodden natives by the avitators 
sent there to further the expedition.

How the Mortality of St. Louis Com- 
pares With that of Chicago.

Different Classes of Diseases Responsible 
fer the Death Rates oi the 
Two Cities. 


The death rate as shown by coniparison of 
mortality with the population lixed by the cen- 
sus of 1880 was given for the principal cities of 
the country yesterday. As was shown the rate 
for St. Louis is 17.56 for 1,00 of population, 
and for Chieago 17.37. The latter city is 
slichtly ahead of St. Louis, but the two are so 
nearly even that a comparison of mortality for 
some of the of the principal diseases is a mat- 
ter of interest: 

The last annual mortality report for St. 
Louis shows the total number of deaths for 
the vear to be 6,167, of these zymotic diseases 
number J,838, nearly one-third. But the 
zyvmotic diseases which prove so fatal in 
Chicago are not those which trouble st. Louis 
most. f 

St. Louis shows 141 deaths from diphtheria 
in a year, While for the corresponding period 
Chicago 4, Philadelphia 322. Milwaukee, 
inuch smaller than St. Lans, 212: Cincinnati, 
which claims the same natural advantages |for 
diainage that St. Louis does, 1523 Baltimore 
208, Boston 301, Brooklyn 68, New York 671. 

The comparison is similarly borne out in 
searlatina; while St. Louis had but thirty-nine 
deaths from this cn in twelve months, Chi- 
eago had ; Philadelphia, ;: Cincinnati, 
in spite of zood drainage, 546; Baltimore, 367; 
Brooklyn, , and New York 1,477. 

The same thing holds good in croup, St. 
Louis having 62 death<; Chicago, 064; Cincin- 
nati, 4); Brooklyn, 250 and New York 322. 
Similar fizures might be given for whoopiny 
cough. 

The question may be asked®after reading 
these figures, “What do st. Louisans die 
of??? It may be answered that When it comes 
to diarrheal diseases this city is there.“ <A 
single year’s mortality in this direction was 
*, closely approximating Chicago in spite of 
the larger population of that city. When the 
deaths from phthi-is are counted they run 
thead of Chicago, while neither citv can claim 
the advantage in total mortality from pneu- 
monia. 

Phthisis ix charged with twelve per cent of 
the total mortality of st. Louis and eight per 
cent of Chicago, 

t. Louis and five per cent in Chicaro. 
The comparison i- made with Chicago be- 
cause that is a natural comparison to the St. 
Louis mind in the first place and because the 
mortalily of the two cities per thousand popu- 
lation is so nearly equal, lacking but a few 
hundredths of being the same. 
Zymotic diseases are at the minimum during 
the winter and spring in st. Lonis. In the 
summer they reach their maximum. 
Cholera infantum is responsible for twice 
the number of deaths in St. Louis that meas- 
les, scurlatina, croup, diphtheria and whoop- 
ing cough are. Inanition and want of breast 
milk earry off as many lives as the five diseas- 
es mentioned do. The still births of st. Louis 
number twice what the deaths from the same 
live diseases do. 
Evidently st. Louis has problems of life and 
death to grapple with. They may differ from 
those of other cities, but they exist neverthe- 
less. How much the lime dust in summer 
and the sulphurous coal smoke in winter, one 
or the other of which must be constantly in- 
haled, are responsible for pulmonary eom- 
3 it is diffienit to say. One-sixth of the 
deaths in St. Louis are due to lung complaints. 
The reports for years back show that the per- 
centage of mortality from phthisis has stead- 
ily increased here, In 1867 it accounted for 
seven per cent of the mortality,and last year it 
Was responsible for twelve per cent. 
The percentage of infantile~ mortality in St. 
Louis, while not much different from that of 
Sther cities ix, nevertheless, frightful to con- 
template. During the last ten vears not less 
than forty and from that up to fifty-four per 
cent of the entire mortality of the city ha 
been of children under five years of age.

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The Telephone Company Still Re- 
moving the Boxes.

The Superintendent’s Statement—Meet- 
ing of the Merchant’s Committee. 


The ftclephone war is still in progress, but 
no overt attacks have been made by either 
side for the last few days. The company still 
persist that they have no other terms to pro- 
pose and declare that they do not intend to 
pay for the boxes while the merchants are 
holding their protracted discussions. Either 
the boxes or the signed contracts must be re- 
turned to the Bell Telephone Company at Bos- 
ton, They further say that no other terms will 
be remnunerative to them, and that the Gould 
Line subseriers are making all this fuss sim- 
ply because they are asked to accept the same 
terms thatthe other subseribers have been 
under for the last ar. ‘Those who signed 
the protest say that they do not object to the 
advanee in prices, but they decidedly refuse to 


pay the 4 in advance, as de- 
manded by the company. This would 
be equivulent to binding themselves 
for six months to take whatever treatment 


the company might wish to impose upon 
them. They naturally want to know what ro- 
course they have, if after paying the advance 
demanded, the service should become even 
Worse than it is at, present. 
Some of them remark that 
this latter supposition is highly improbable 
in facet, impossible. Postmaster Hays and 
others have publicly said that the alleged no- 
donnnodatian furnixhed by the company 
bs Worthless.

A GRAIN CLEARING HOUSE. 


A Plan to Simplify the Present System 
of Grain Deliveries. 


had anything to do with it the trouble and 
annoyance involved in deliveries of grain upon 
future contracts. Take for instance an oper- 
ator who is short to one party and long to an- 
other. He gets notice from the party of whom 
he has it brought that the grain will be deliv- 
ered him that day, and he immediately gives 
notice tothe party to whom he has it sold. 
These delivering notices have to be made be- 
fore 11:30 a. m., and the grain must be deliv- 
ered before 3 p. m. The middle man 
who is long to one and short to another must 
then wait until the grain is sent him before 
he enn putit out. Cireumstances may arise 
Whereby the grain is not hrought in to him 
Within a minute or so ef 5 0’cloék, and he has 
net the time to get it to the last buyer: henee 
2 loss may be entailed on this middle man by 
eXtra storage. Frequently and always so when 
the first party can so tix it, the storage of this 
Train thus delivered is “regular,” or requir- 
ing half a cent additional storage the next 
Gay before it can be delivered upon contracts. 
Thus it will he seen that if the middie man 
vets this ‘frecgular’’ grain too late to put 
it out again the same day, he is 
Stuck for halt iv eent storage, 
ona to S25 on each 5,000-Intshel lot of grain. 
To avoid all the wrong growing out of these 
late deliveriiey a plan has been a gat by 
Mr. C. II. Albers, that seems feasible. It is 
to have rule passed whereby deliverics of 
ruin may be made at the operators’ offices up 
to Zor 2:30 p. m., but after that time the par- 
tie- to Whom = netices of delivery have been 
viven ure to repair to the Directors“ or Read- 
ing Room of the Exchange where, from 2 or 
2:30 to p. m. all deliveries must be made, the 
door of the room to be closed = sharp at 3 
Heloek and no one admitted after that time, 
but the parties who have gained 
uchnittance before that time ean 
then proveed with their proper deliveries, 
“ringing up,” ete., and got through without 
trouhie or fear of losing any money. It will 
not be necessary for each man to take his 
eheck-l)ook with him and prepare to pay out 
money. Only those who are end men, or 
really short, need do this. As for certitied 
checks, there is no doubt but what some ar- 
rangement could be made with the banks 
whereby the checks given in payment could 
be certitied after3 p. m. The idea of Mr. 
Albers’ is a good one, and undoubtedly a crain 
clearing-bouse of this kind would be a great 
convenietice to grain dealers, |
